Duties by the ſaid Act of the Fifth Vear of the Reign of his 
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the ſaid Acts more eſtectual; it is thereby (amongſt 
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ſaid late Majeſty King George the Firſt impoſed, and made pay- 
able at the ſaid Port of Bridlington, alias Burlington, were 
thereby impowered to go on board any Ship or Veſſel within
